"The price of labor has come to be 


computed on the basis of what it costs 
the laborer to live, a situation which 
oannot endure with a degree of educa- 
tion prevailing in this country. 
But 


with education comes the power of co- 
operation and combination, placing cap- 
ital and labor as two great*antagonistic 
bodies, whose constant friction must of 
necessity produce fire. These great 
interests, so dependent must be made to 
work in harmony for the good of each. 
To do this is the mission of the grand 
old party, whose futur-1, if she takes up 
her duty, will be still more grand." 


The boundary between Massachusetts
